Subject : Approval by the Joint Chiefs of Staff of 
Annex "I" to US EUCOM JCP 1-54

1. This is to advise you, in accordance with Paragraph 3 of the 
reference, that on 13 September 1955 the Joint Chiefs of Staff approved 
Annex "I'' (UW) to US EUCOM JCP 1-54 subject to the detailed revisions 
which are contained in the attached enclosure, and subject to the following 
comments: 


a. In the preparation of future annexes, consideration should 
be given to: 


(1) Providing guidance on the responsibilities for providing 


logistic and administrative support to guerrilla forces when they are 
joined by conventional forces, and 


(2) Bringing estimates of U.S. Army Unconventional 
Warfare forces into consonance with USAREUR's Emergency 
Reinforcement Troop List and current mobilization planning and 
programming (Army Mobilization Plan No. IV, Short Title AMP-IV, 
and the Troop Program of the Army Establishment, Vol. Il, Sec VI). 


b, The Central Intelligence Agency has reported that in many 
cases the requirements placed on the agency are not susceptible to 


fulfillment and further that US CINCEUR is revising these requirements. 
Therefore, confirmation is requested that Tab c, d ande, Appendix 5 


to Annex I of subject plan represent current requirements. 


c. Detailed logistic requirements will be reviewed when the 
plans referred to under Appendix 4 to Annex I of subject plan are 


submitted.
